They 
were furnished with bludgeons by persons who brought them 
from the Craven Arms Tavera, where Ellice and Moore's Com- 
mittee sit. Ow Saturday night, the window shatters and win- 
dows at the front of Mr. Serjeant’s house, where Mr. Cobbert 
resides, in High-street, Coventry, were broke in by this desperate 
mob ; a simultaneous movement was made by another part of the 
gang at the back of the premises, from wh nce they were com- 
pelled to retreat. ‘They demolished the front part of the house, 
rushed in at the front door and up stairs, and broke the mirrors, 
and attacked Mr. Serjeant and Mr, Jacksan, jun. The-villains 
called out for knives to rip up Mr. Cobbett with, and «wore they 
would murder. him. An application was made tothe Mayor, 
and the civil power was sent down to disperse the mob; but the 
constables could do no good whatever. The Riot Act was after- 
wards read, and by an additional force the mob was disperse’, 
Many of Mr. Cobbett’s friends were severely beaten, and while 
in the act of polling, several of them were stabbed, aod the 
«kirts of their coats cut off. One was stabbed with a ‘knife 
through the arm. Several had long nails forced into Weir bodies 
when returning from the hustings, and also when going up to 
the poll. Some of the London voters have returued from Coven- 
try without voting at all; they were afraid of venturing theig 
lives. One young man hed a penknife thrast into his hea’, 
many received desperate wounds, with sharp instruments, to 
different parts of their bodies, and the most horrid threats were 
used to deter the freemen from polling for Mr. Cobbett. As Mr 
Cobbett was going from the poll, the despicable fellow, E'lice, 
sent his mob to axsault Mr. Cobbett, and but for the great exer- 
tions of Mr. C.’s friends, he would have fallen a sacrifice-to thei 
fury.

FRANCE. 
CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES. 

The 9b and 10th inst. wete occupied with long diseussions on 
the daw relative'to individual liberty. On the Oth the atmend- 
ment proposed by the Commitee, as well as some othets, of no 
great moment, were negatived; ond the first article of the projet 
was carried by a great majority. On the second article, an 
amendment was proposed by M. Fraisiville, for allowing the pri- 
gocer the Jiberty of choosing cownsel immediately after under- 
gding the first interrogatory on the part of the-King’s attorney. 
‘This gave rise to a long and warm debate, which ended in a divi- 
nion remarkable for the fulness of its numbers; ‘The Chamber, 
whee complete, contains only 958 members; of these, four ate at 
ponrees wadting. Of 254 Deputies, 297 voted on this o¢casion, 

ot more than seven being absent, The amendment was, how- 
tver, rejected by a majority of 193 to 114, being & différence of 
only 19 votes.

Fesex.—Cmt6 Moracir.—Rosalie Curchorl, an interesting fe- 
male, of great beduty, » native of Switzerland, was indicted for 
the wilful murder of her newborn dikle illegitimate child; at 
Barking, on the 20th Det. last; The cireuchstances of this case 
were pathetically romantic. The prisoner,a lo¢ely and interest- 
ing creatorey was the deughter of a highly respectable family at 
Lausanne; in Switterland., A young ygentleihau of that town 
had paid his addresses. to her, contrary to the wishes of her 
family, who tad forbade him the house. His attéintidne, how- 
ever, were cleudestinely continued, for a considerable length of 
‘tine, until Mademoiselle Curchod’s health beceming seriously 
ofi-eted, her friends, giessing the secret, determined to remove 
her far from the cause of ber indisposition; hoping that, by 
change of scene, her health. Would: be restored, aud that site 
would forget the object of the attachment, England was re- 
solted upon as the place of her sejournmeut. The prospect of 
so painful a separation produced the strdigest sensation in the 
minds of the lovers. An opportunity for a stolen interview was 
found, and in the tamult of ardent passiob, that event obcurred 
which eventually platiged the unhappy object of Illfated love 
into the deepest. affliction. She reached England: and the 
friends to whom she was recommended thought that, by employ- 
ing her mind, the purpose of her friends might be more effeviually 
sccomplished, aud théy thererore placed lier at the Loafding- 
school ‘of a lady named Siffkin, at Barking, in the capacity of 
Freuch teachers There she continved until the mouth of Decem- 
ber last. In the anhappy interval she experidiced the progres- 
sve symptoms of approaching child-birth.

Mr. Hozilitr 
occasionally startles us witht a criticism, whiel seems as if 
it would”ru:n counter to his own Zeal for the improvement 
of the social condition ; as where he values Shakspeare for 
not interlering with any of the reepived notions of his tim. 
But be is sure to see fair play in some other part of bis 
book, as he does on thia very subject when he vindicates 
the. applause given to such dfamas as the Siranger. [11s 
the same with his arguments for dnd against a devotion to 
clas-ical learning. ‘The whole work is sprinkled with bis 
usual relish of pithy sentences, apposite similes, and sharp 
detections of poor sophisticated human nature, pleasaut!y 
relieved of their sourness by a sense of the sweetness of 
What is unsophisticate. 

Mr. Lloyd, the translator of A/fieri, though he has not 
heen so often aa the rest before the public, has long been 
known tn the literary citcles as one of that celebrated knot 
of persons, commonly called the Lake Poets. © His novel 
of Isabel however isnot much in their style; at least not 
in their present one. It has a strong tendency to the meta- 
physical ; but it is also extremely interesting ; and wise 
sad charitable beyond what it pretends.

sometimes descend a degree or two lower in the seale of 
Art. We ther. fore now give a short notice of “ the His- 
tory of the County Palatine and City of Chester, coinpi'ec 
from original evidences in the public offices, the Harleian 
and Cottonian MSS., Parochial Registers, Private Muni- 
ments, unpublished MS, collections of successive Cheshire 
Antiquaries, and” what is of much importance in such a 
work, “a personal survey every ‘Township in the 
County, incorporated with a repyblication of King’s Vale 
Royal, and Leycester’s Cheshire Antiquities.’ Here is 
a large store of materials from which there cannot fail to 
be derived muclr satisfaction to the reader of Antiquarian 
researches, but it must be merely such that can be pleased 
to grope through the dry details that constitute a large 
portion of them, such as long lists of pedigrees of families 
who have held the manors, proprictorships, &e., under the 
old feudal tenures, and who possess them now; catalogues 
of Bishops, Escheators, Sheriffs, &c. of Chester ; lists of 
the Gentry-in the several hundreds; abstracts of ancient 

nts, &c. This is the push-pin of liwrary readjag, and 
the far greater portion of it can have very little tendency 
but to please the insatiate devourer of waked fact and ad- 
mirer of * bald antiquity.” We should preM}these three 
folios were they condensed into one.
